SAN (UIENTIN 
RULING 
CHALLENGES 
GRAND IURY 
SYSTEM 

Black and other oppressed 
victims of unrepresentativc grand 
juries fill the prisons in this 
country. The dismissal of the 
murder indictments agBinst the 
San Quentin 5ix lost week opens 
the way for the review and 
possjble dismissal of grand jury 
indiclmtnt convictions of sn army 
of Black inmates in prisons loday, 

For this reason the racist, 'iaw 
and order'' forccs that contro! the 
poïice and prison authorilies 
throughoul this country wiiJ make 
a suprème effort to have the 
Jtidge Vemon Stol! dismissal 
reversedk Such s re versal would 
aas ure the eonviction of the San 
Quentin Six and sanction the 
ïong-standing practice of delibe- 
rately exduding Black, Spanish- 
sumamed,. working class and 
poor people from grand juries, 

The only way Judge StolFs 
historie decision has a ehance of 
standing and. for San Quentin 
Six brothers to look forward to 
au end of Lhis particular politieel 
persecution, is for every court in 
lhis country to be flooded with 
challenges of the racial and socio- 
economic composition of grand 
juries that drew up indictments 
resulting in conviclions. 

No Black lawyer or movement 
lawyer worth his saït should 
ignore this opportunity to insti- 
tute legal actions toward the 
reversal of counlless convictions 
based on the recommendations of 
a non-representaüve grand jury, 
i hc cases need not be searched 
out. They are everywhere, One 
need look no further than the 
grand jury itself and to every 
Black person for which an indict- 
menl was drawn up- 

The issue is fundamental to the 
enlire judicïal system of this 
country. lts resolution wtU indi- 
cate whether this country shall 
move posthaste into a totüJ 
police state or re verse this trend 
and begin the march upward and 
forward lothe poputar democracy 
of alJ out dreams, 

The massivé movement into 
the courts to chaüenge every 
grand jury indictment would force 
serious exammation and drastic 
alter ation of the entire jury 
gystem of this country, and 
particularly the grand jury Sys¬ 
tem, so ïhat juries accurately 
reflect the totol community.D

FOSTER 
KILLING 
AND 
PRISON 
REFORM 

The asaassmation of Oakland. 
school superinlendeDl Marcug 
Foster is heing delil>erately linked 
lo the inmate movement for 
reform in California pnsons. The 
purpose is to direct existing com- 
munity flngw over the hm lal 
murder of Dr, Foster toward 
prison militants in order to justih 
intensified repression of politi- 
■ cally active inmates, Jock-up, 
segregation and don i al of parole. 

The San Froncisco (hronich 
reported last week that Lhree of 
the four persons beitig held or 
soughl in connection with the 
Foster murder had all visited 
"Snmates in California prisons. The 
inmates visited were variously 
described as “troublesome'', "re- 
volutionary'", "militant 1 or "one 
who had been eis soda te d with 
militant and revolutionary activï- 
ties*\ 

The paper also wrole: "There 
elIso have been persistent reports 
of a suspected connection be- 
tween the Symbionese Liberation 
Army and the August Seventh 
Guerrilla Movement." The Sym* 
bionese Liberation Army daimed 
responsibility for the Foster mur¬ 
der. The August Seventh Move- 
ment is alleged to be a prison 
in mate organixation which takes 
its name from the eveuta of 
August 7. 1970. at Marin CoünLy 
Courthouse w'hen Jonathan Jack- 
son made his bid for freedom. 

This is another attempt to link 
Black militants with the Foster 
kiJling. The first attempt which 
duscribed the assailants n- 
"'Black'" and later as " L olive or 
tan” has been completely un- 
dermined with the latesl de- 
velopmenls in the case. 

The Fostermurder was part of a 
conspiracy to turn the Black 
community against itself, But ih? 
Black comnumity of Oaklond did 
not fall for the scheme. New' ihc 
attempt ia to turn the Black com- 
m un ity aga in st our militant bro 
thers and sisters inside the 
prisons through the Foster ktll- 
ing. We must not let this happen. + 
We must defend the right of 
those inside to organize and act 
lor their humiinitV-D

GRAND JURY DIDN’T REFLECT COMMUNITY 


(San Rafacb CaUfJ - In a 
ptecedefct-setting victory over 
iinrepresentfitive methods of 
grand jury sdtctiün. a judge last 
week distnissed the San Quentin 
Six court case. Ruling that the 
meona used to select the grand 
jury did not jissure a fair repre- 
sentaLion of Black^. Latin Ameri¬ 
can s, blue-collar workèrs and the 
ynung, Judge Vernon Stol] 
threw out uf court the faïse 
indictmerns against the Sis. 

Judge StoU T s decïsion came al 
-jiOÖp.m., on Thursday, Juniiary 
17, onded months of intermittent 
and storm.v pre-trial hearings at 
the Maria County Court house 
here, site of n special construcled 
courtroom containing a warped. 
buUet-proof plastic window which 
separated the spectators from the 
defendumts, In this courtroom the 
Sis we re fo reed to sit chained and 
shackled to theïr seaLs like vi clous 
animals during the lengthv hear¬ 
ings. 

Johnny Larry Spain. Mugo 
Pinell, Fleeta Drumgo, David 
Johnson, W il] ie Tate and Luis 
TalamEintez became knowm as the 


San Quentïn Sis when the state 
charged them with murder, na- 
sault and conspiracy in cen- 
nection with the August 21. 1971, 
incident sn which San Quenlin 
Pr is on gu&rds murdered Black 
Panther Party Field Marshall 
George Jackson. 

Prison officials alleged that 
tieorge J&ckson and the six 
others killed two guards and 
three White inmate trustees in nn 
attempt to escape from the 
prisonAdjustment Center. 

Morin County District Attomey 

Bruce Bales said he wou ld appenl 
Judge Stoü*s decision lü quasb 
ihe indictments against the Six in 
the state Court of Appeals.

SAN OUENTIN 6 LAWYER CHARLES GARRY DISCUSSES 
IMPUCATIONS OF VICTORY 


The foiiowing excluswe inter¬ 
view was canducted by THE 
BLACK PA NT HER in the tew 

offices of noted, progrgssive crim- 
inai trial lawyer Charles R, Garry 
one day af ter a snit filed by ;V/r, 
Garry sticcüeded in httving atl 
charges dropped against the San 
Qaentin Six. 

B.P : What type of motion was it 
that you filed that succeeded in 
the dismissa) of the charges 
against the San Quenttn Six? 

GARRY: On buhaJf of Johnny 
Larry Spain, we filed a mntion tr> 
dismiss the mdictment against 
him because the grand jury that 
indïcted him was hand-picked 
and wa.s nol a cross-sectiun of the 
community; Btacks and low-in- 
come people w'ere Systematically 
exduded The other five defen- 
dants — Hugo Pinell, Fleeta 
Drumgo. Luis Talamantez, David 
Johnson and Willie Ta te joined in 
on the motion, 

After six w eeks of Lestimony, in 
which varioux psychologists and 
sodoïogist^ te^tified. the judge 
ruled yesterd.iy that the six 
defendants, the San Quenlin Six, 
were illegally in die Led by a Murin 
County grand jury that was 
ihégally constituted and was nol a 
fair cross-sectïon of the com- 
munïty.

Ft. P. What exactly consütued the 
illegality of the grand jury? 

GARRY: Let me give you some of 
the language of the judge him- 
-self. Hè pointed out that ", ++ the 
Ctüifornia courts have held that to 
enable defendants to óbject to the 
compositïon of the grand jury on 
the grounds that members of an 
identiflable group had been Sys¬ 
tem atically excluded from the 
grand jury, they must establish 
that Lliey are members of ihtrL 
group which hasi been excluded". 

This apparently is the rule in 
California, though fedoral rulc is 
otherwise... 


“A result of the f uomia rule 
is that as to som Uiefend&nts an 
indict ment may be quashed and 
as to others may not be. The 
result is that now you have a 
legally constïtuted grand jury, 
now p you don't..." 

The court went on to point out 
there was purpoM E ul discrimma- 
tion not limited tn bad luek, hut 
which existed in many signifi¬ 
cant, urtexpJainetl disparities, 

The court is of the n pin ion that 
the toeans used by the aelectors 
— the soi.ee tors being the Marin 
County jutlges did nat insure 
ü fair representationof the group 
to which the defendants belang; 
the Blacks. the Latin Amencans r 
the blue-cqllar working daas, the 
younp, nor did the pool from 
which the grand jury was se- 
leciecL 1’he pool of prospective 
grand-jurors was not shown to 
represent a' crows-section ol the 
cummuriity* The court is doubtfui 
that it is possihle to select a grand 
jury, complying to the constitu- 
tional requirements, throvigh the 
means provided in the California 
penal code, 

What the court is saying i$ 
that, m his opinion, it is almost 
impossible to crèate a constitu- 
tionalLy constitued grand jury, 

As you know. we have raised 
the same issue in the case of 
Charles Bursey and Warren

Judge StolTa landmark de~ 
cision stated ihat the pool from 
whk h the grand jury that mdicfed 
the six was soJcetod did not 
irepresent a c ross-s eet ion of the 
community. 

It declared: ' The court is 
doubtfui that it is a practical 
possibility to select a grand jury 
complying with the slate r s com 
stitutional requirements through 
the means provided. r ' 

The ruling is a powerful 
wen pon in the ongoing battle to 
abelish the grand jury System, 
Attorney Charles Garry com- 
mented th(U the deeision direclly 
affects a similor suil filed by 
David Hiltiard. a feading Black 
Panther Party member falsely 
convicted of a crime he did not 
cominit and presently held in 
Vncaville Prison, David s suit,

GOVT. ORDERED TO DISCLOSE 


B.P.P. WIRETAP INFORMATION 


(Washington, D.C.) - A signi- 
Hcant victory over govemment 
wjretapping of pulitical activists 
occurred recently w r hen U.S. 
District Courl Judge Aubrey E. 
Robinson. Jr . ordered the feder- 
al govemment to disclose the 
nature and extern of w iretaps and 
electronic surveillance of several 
people's leaders and organi^a* 
tions. including Bobby Seale and 
the Black Panther Party. 

The ruling marked the first 
lime the govemment has been 
ordered to reveal such wiretap 
informalion. The decision was 
made in cunneclion with a suil 
brought by s ever al private citi- 


?,ens, ihe Chicago 8 — the group 
that the govemment alleged dis- 
mpted the 1968 Democratie Na¬ 
tional Convention in. Chicago — 
and nine progressive and anti - 
war groups on June 26. 1969, 

The suit charged that former 
Auorney tieneral John N, Mi* 
tchell and ex-FBI Di ree lor 
Edgar Hoover "„.conducted il- 
legal electronic surveillance in the 
past r are ccmtinuing io do so at 
present, and intend to do so in Lhe 
future'.

ON NAZIS 


CHAR6ED WITHI "INCIÏING TO ItlOT" 

(San Francisco, Calif J - Sister 
Yvonne Golden, the 39-year-old 
Black school teacher who de- 
tnanded that 13 members qf the 
American, Nazi Party bë ejecterï 
from a Board of Ecïucation 
meeting hêrè last week has been 
arrested, She was charged with 
inciting to riot, disturbmg the 
peace and disturbing a public 
meeting, 

The arrest came alter an an- 
nouncement by the District AL- 
Lorney's office,earlier, that it was 
investigating the possibility of 
holding Ms- Golden respons!bic 
for a lighl that disruptëd the 
meeting, 

The teacher and counselor at 
öpportunity High Schoot II was 
picked up ai the school and 
booked and juiled.

The entire Bay area Black 
eümmunily waii even more en- 
raged, bowevér, when an Ala- 
meda County Grand Jury f after 
hearing three days of evidence, 
refused to indict the White 
policemen. So shocking was the 
grand jury’s refusai to indict—it 
was the first non-indict ment by 
an Alameda County Grand Jury 
in 20 yejirs— that the pre^iding 
judge of Alameda County Super¬ 
ior Court. Judge Lionel Wilson, 
sent a scathing letter to District 
Aitnmey Lowel] Jensen t con- 
demning the 1 ‘unrepresentative 
composition of the grand jury and 
asking Jensen to prosecute the 
policemen. Jensen refused, (F”or 
rclated information, see page 3.) 

Sincethat time, Jensen's ofiiqe 
has received a torrent of mail, all 
demanding that he prosecute ihe 
policemen, He siaunchïy con- 
tinues to refuse, citmg the racist 
grand jury’s refusftl to indicl as 
the reason.

The merit incrcase system alsa 
works along with race and sex 
discrimination, The few Whites 
that are hired are usually moved 
to supervisory positions very 
quickly. 

l orexample, one Black woman 
worked at the foundry for 8 ycars 
for $2,25 an hour. A White man 
was hired aml f « month later wm 
ree ei ving $2.50 an hour for the 
same job. The company 's answet 

to this was men merited the in- 
creases whereas, women do not. 

Birmingham Iron Foundry has 
agreed to go along with some of 
the proposals of the employees 
dempnds only if certain coti- 
ditions were attached. The 
cost-of-living increase was agreed 
to only if the employee works 
95%of his Schedule; the company 
wou ld al 90 rnake up its own 
cost-of-living scale. A paid holi- 
day could be taken only if a 
person worked 30 days befcre the 
holiday and one day after. 

7'he foundry makes cast iron 
cookware. barbeque grills, fur- 
nitureandi, most important, cost 
iron coal, wood anti gas heaters. 
The threatened lack o! heating 
biet this winter has greatly 
tncreased the orders for these 
heaters.

The foUowing interview is the 
second and concluding part of o 
corwersatinn which tnok place on 
KPFA radio, in Berkeley t Caü- 
fornia, on November 23, 1973. In 
it, Joshua Goidstein, a polüicai 
scientist at the Institute of 
Püiitical Studies at Stanford Uni - 
versity t provides tm in-depth 
lysis of the "energy crisis " in a 
talk with Steve Ladd from the Bay 
Area Peace Brigade. 

Part U fottoiifS ; 

SL: Are ya u saying then that 
they üidn't create the crisis, or 
shortage? 

JG' fiight U's iike the question 
of how you slice a pie. If there 's a 
growing pie* if the economy is 
growing and the Corporation^ are 
pradudng more and moro, then 
their pro fits will grow, and the 
peoples Standard of living will 
ulsu gruw. Under lliose cotidb 
Ikms, the oil compaiiies are 
happy to give people a low priee 
in order lo gel people to buy 
more. so that profits will grow 
along with the whole pie, But 
whcn we have a resource shor- 
togc. or a shortage of cheop 
resources which yietd a high 
growth rate, then the pie stops 
growing. When that happens, 
and it's happening right now, the 
corporationa are not happy to give 
more to the people, because they 
want l heir nwn shnrv to grow— 
but nou that the whole pie has 
HLOpped growïng, theïr share can 
grow onlybv someoneelse's share 
shrmking. 

There k & au expreszon, Inter¬ 
na] contradictions are the basis of 
change, extemal conlradictions 
are thé conditions forchangeK 
Hem the pxternnl conLrariiction ia 
bel ween oor high léve! nf lechno- 
logy and the shortage of cheap 
resources to support it, which 
leads Ut all the talk ubuut ‘The 
stowing American economy' .The 
interim! contradiction is hetween 
the c on t rolling elite which is 
concentrating all Lhe wealth. and 
the people who nreiï'L rich and 
dun t ow'ti any big corporations, 

SL: If the shortage hasn’t been 
ireaied by these coinpanies, then 
why is it happening? How has it 
happ en ed? 

JG: WelL ihe primary cause 
behind it js gmwlh, economie 
gtowth. whero the Li S. is using 
more and more resources, build¬ 
ing more buildings, more care, 
and sti on, Now when there is a 
t initf eapacity of resources wtthin 
North America to sustam this 
g;owth, then sooner <sr later the 
growing economy is goirtg to 
overcome the resources it dé- 
pendson. At that point, ihey have 
to turn eïiher to more expeusive 
r jsources, which will slow down 
the growlh rate by draining aome 


of the surplus that is produced, or 
else they turn abroad to take 
resources which are eheap be- 
cuusl* tboso couotries haven’t 
exhausted their cheap resources 
yet H and labor is cheap. and the 
LL5, military protects the w r hok‘ 
racket. 

We've seen a greater and 
grealer reliunce on importéd 
resources over the past twenty 
years. hul. now the tables are 
turning and the Third World 
countries are boginning to deny 
the U-S. the use of thek 
resources, or extract a high price 
tor that use, Of course if the Third 
World can extract a higher price, 
then Lhose resources aré no 
Jonger -J cheap r and the corpora- 
tions are in the same bind as 
before,

SL^ What alKJUt the way some 
peopte are saying, as part of 
lhose measures, that we need 

new sourCeg of ènergy. 

JG: Well, nobody can deny that 
over Ihelong run. the nexl fifty to 
one hundred years, we need new 
sources of energy because fossïl 
fuels are o limited resource. But 
the answer that’s being put 
forward for the ]ong range is that 
nuclear fission power will solve 

the problcm, 

Then there s the problem of the 

plutonium and other fissionable 
matcrial the plants use — some- 
one could steal a few pounds and 
make a crude Hiroshima-lype 
alomic Wmb to blackmail whole 
countries for ransom or politica] 
demands. Seeing how the U S. 
has responded to situtaions like 
this in the past. I think we could 
see some cities blown up before 
long 

SL: Assuming that we ve got to 
find new sourees of energy, w hat 
wou ld somt? of thosc sou rees be? 


JG: The long term sources that 
w'e shüuld be developüng are solar 
power and fusion power. Qver the 
long run fusion power mighL be 
the best source of energy but so 
far we haven't found the tech- 
nology Lo harness it. Solar power 
is practical right now, in fact all 
spacccraft use it, but it's nol 
economical compared with, éay, 
using Arab oil. Over the long run 
both syhr and fusion power are 
good, al most ÜmitJess sources of 
energy without the pollution of 
present fuels or fission power, 

SL: Assuming I know w r hat 
solar power is, from the sun, what 
is fusion power? 

JG: Fusion is the procesa that 
lakes place in a hydrogen bonrtb, 
and within the sun f in which 
hydrogen atoms at verv high 
temperatures fuse together. re- 
leasing energy , When this can he 
contained it could hp used Ln 
generate usable enorgy such as 
electricity, and it wouldn'L have 
any of the radioacUve wastes that 
fission power has, 

S.L.: Tm son of confused about 
whether (hé energy shortage has 
heencaused mainly bythe corpo- 
rntions and pt-ople uaing a lot of 
energy in this country, or whether 
in fact other countries and other 
people have been jtist using more 
graduaJIy over the years and have 
also been contrihuting to the 
shortage. In other words, who 
usi*s the energy in the world? Is 
this country the primary user or 
are other countries? 

JG: The U,S. uses about 35% 
uf the energy in the world now, 
with only b% of the populaüon. 
Hut it s not the ILS. alone, 
There s a bloc of indusLriali^ d 
countries—the' U.S., Western 
Europe, Eastcru Eumpe, the 
Soyiot Union Japan - which 
Logether contaln only a qu ariër of 
the peoplt- in ihe world, bul use 
Ö3 é " £ of the ener gy in the world. 
These are the countries that are 
mdustrialized and are putting a 
great strain on the earthk 
resources by their growth, 

The rematnmg part of the 
world. three-quorters of the peo- 
pk% do not have Lhis kind of 


consumption level, they dont 
have the same dégree of industry 
and machines as we do in the 
U.S, or any of the industrialized 
countries. 

So w r hen the world consump- 
tion grou f s. most of that growth is 
cause by the growth of induatria- 
lized countries, and very little is 
cöused by theso-cnlled developing 
countries. In fact, the ,J develop~ 
ing r ' countries are not develop¬ 
ing, but lagging along at a 
poverty level. It‘s the "devel- 
oped" countries that are stil! 
adding more industry and putLing 
a stram on the whole plaact. 

SL: W r e3l. giv^n all that, then, 
and the fact that there is some 
sort of a shortage, what about the 
proposed me as ur es don't 

know if anyone considers ihem 
Solutions— that Nixon and other 
pvople are suggesting. like to 
con serve fuel and possibly even 
lo ra tien fueL Are Lhose reason- 
able steps? I mean should wé go 
along with them, as people who 
have hopefüMy some sort of 
Progressive political conscious- 
ness? 

JG: Over the long run, there's 
no harm in driving slow'er but 
that mifises the poiiu, because 
these measures are nut even 
going to be effective lo deal with 
the situation; they're tolally 
inadequate in tennis of luwering 
consumplion, because industry is 
the greatesL eni rgy ennsumer of 
all Whac Nixon really wants to do 
is takesome visible steps to make 
it seem that the government is 
doing something, and lo make 
people foei personally invqlved in 
'solvmg the energy crisis'" or. 
leel that they are personally 
ffuilty if they don? cui back their 
consumption. 

Really it's all a di version from 
the reu] issues and an attempt to 
create a publu moud n| crisis in 
cast? Nixon decides hv bas to 
mtervent mihtarily in the Middlc 
Kast For all the dramatic mea- 
sures, Nixon basically doesn? 
w ant lo interftTi- w i-.h the master 
plan of the corporations, which is 
to re-cc neen tra tv the wealth

The Purtuguese position in 
Cabó Dejgado province of Mo¬ 
zambique is rtearing col tapse and 
a Mozambique Liberation FYonl 
iFRELIMOi advauce over theh 
Southern defense ]ine mny soon 
develop, 

This is my conclusion after a 
two-week visit to Cabo Deigado 
with o FRELJMO force which 
included several members of the 
organizatiorfs top leadership, 

WiLh FRELIMG's president 
and armod forces commander 
Samora Machel, deputy com- 
mander Alberto - Joaquim 
Chipande and provincial military 
and politica! commander Pascoal 
AJmeida f I inspected the m o ve¬ 
men t's schools and hospüals, 
listened to a rocket attack on the 
Pürtuguese provincial military 
headquarters and witnessed ae- 
riüJ machine-guri attacks and 
bombing on the liberated zone, 

Jt was in Cabo Deigado that the 
Mozambique war began in Sep¬ 
tember. 1964, when 250 pocrly 
ormed FRELIMO guorrillas 
süpped acrosa the Rovuma River 
from Southern Tanzania and 
began attacking Portuguese mili¬ 
tary and police posts. They could 
rnarch onJy at night and had Lu 


Hut once this danger was passed 
we marched only during the day, 
mvisïble from the air for most of 
the time because we used bush 
Irails with plenty of for est cover. 

Only once did I see evidente 
that the Pnrlugiiese move on the 
ground -- fresli vehicle tracks un 
rine of their dirt roads near the 
Ravuma. The arca was swarming 
with ftecdoiTi fighters and 1 
suspect Lhe convoy wou ld have 
been attacked by FRELIMO hod 
ït net been for my presence in the 
vicinüy. I w r as on my way out at 
the time. 

MOVEMENT IIAZAftOOUS 

(jround movement is extremely 
hazardous for the colonial Lroops- 
fn the area I visited Ihere are no 
tarmac roads. Whenever we 
crossed oiie of the enemy’s dirt 
carriageways^ J was uamed not tö 
siray even slightly from the tract, 
since the roads are extensively 

mined by FRELIMO, 

One such road connects the 
PortilgUese military headquarters 
at Mueda and the post of NnmatiJ 
deur the Ru vu ma. The Fortu- 
guese Lried to ijse it to supply 
Mmnatil last June but were

stoppe-d by FRELIMO am bush es 
and mines, They fried Hgoin in 
September bui were manled 
again. Eventuaily they were 
forced tn aïrlift supplies to the 
outpost. 

Altachod to many of the 
PörLuguese posts are - 'aldea- 
mentos" —the Portuguese ver¬ 
sion of the strategie hamlets" 
set up by U.S, force$ in South 
Vietnam. According to the Portu- 
gueso, these camps serve two 
purj>oses* They are ’ beneficial" 
to the local people because of the 
services provided the re and the^ 

prevent Lhe people frqm aiding 
the guerrillas, This is u faltn 
picture on both eounts 

First of all, aithough somt 
service $ are provideti in the 
aldeamentos, it is not tfie iL ser- 
vices" people remember when 
they recall iheir expenences 
here. Ris the barbed wire fences. 
the forced lafaor and the floggings 
that are meted out by the 
adminjglrntors. 

One man who had eseaped 
from the hamlet at Mueda post 
last July told me how, after he 
had been given the job of was hing 
the soldier s cloLhes, & gaiment 
w r as lost and he had been blamed. 
He was summarily convicted by 
the troops and then beaten with 
the palmatoria, a thick wooden 
instrument favored by the Portu- 
guese for infliccing particulftrly 
painfui punhshment, 

All the descriptions 1 heard 
from people who had eseaped 
from these pl aces bore out 
FRELIMO's definition of them as 
concernratiem comps. And the 
fact that I saw so many former 
ïnmütes of the afdeamentos is 
evsdence of their growing inef- 
fcctiveneas as a mililafy strategy. 

FRELIMO is now ahle to 
uksüuIl some of the biggeat posts 
and relpnsethe peopie held in the 
uldeamentos which these posts 
gunrd This has had n shnttering 
effect oji the cuJonialials. The 
liberntion army is nnw regularly 


asgaulting major posts with ca 
ons, mortars and long-rang 
heavy artilJery. forcing the Fort' 
guese lo withdraw h and leave t 
ddeamentos unguarded. AU tl, 
FRELIMO soldicrs have to t ! 
then is advance and unlock tl 
gales, 

This in fact happened on Ot 
!5 whde J was in Cabo Delgad 
when FRELIMO sLortned the b 
post of Palma on the Indk 
Ocean coast for the first tiir 
Four days later some of ti 
guerrillas invclveti ürxived at 
FRELIMO center which 1 wn 
visiting and described the e 
saiiït, Apparently ahorn 400 fre 
dom fighlers took pert in tl- 
opemtion, which involved FRi 
LlMO's long-range heavy art 
It-ry, The Portuguese fled und 
Lhe artillery barrage witho 
retuming fire — later they a - 
nouneed they had suffered ‘ H m 
jor casulaties' 1 — and FRELÏM 
was able to free many MozarnF 
cans from the adjoining £ 
deamento. 

Th ere were several of these b; 
attacks whilo I was in Cat 
Deigado. One evening I heard 
sories of dislant cxplosions an 
was told by commandor Chipand 
that this was an attack on Mued= 
Sure enough, a few days later th 
Portuguese announced over Lh 
radio LhaL Mueda had been hit b 
I22m?n rockets. 

Over the past ld munuis, t 
FRELIMO attacks in Cabo De 
gado have gruwn dramaticaJIy ï 
frequency and intensity, th 
Portuguese war effort appears ( 
be wiitmg under the pressur- 
FRELIMO is uaing mobitity — 
trump card of any guen-jl' 
army with skill and tmagint 
tion, Portuguese retaliation cor 
si sta largcly of rather unsuc- 
cessful aerial attacks, 1 saw tfaeii 
planes almpst every day and oo 
castonally heard bombing, bu.

in the Bay Area, to aiiswer 
questions and discuss the current 
situation in the Republic of 
Guinca-Bissau, 

Brother Silva said that up to the 
present. 72 countries had reeog- 
nizeö the new republic and he 
emphusized that he understuod 
that U.S, recognition would only 
COme as a result of the pressure of 
the American people on the U-S- 
govemment, to recognixt il. 

Brother Silva said he had had 
comacts with tho Black Congres- 
sional Cuucus and certain legis- 
lators, all of whorn had expressed 
support for U r S, recognition. He 
was hopeful that his trip would 
encourage more Amerieana to 
speak out lor recognition* 

Brother Silva said that iho 
PAIGC at present was in futl 
control of 72 % of the land area of 
Guinéa-Bissau. He said that 
350,000 porsons^ inhahitated the 
Liberated area and that the 
PAIGC also administered to some 
150,000 refugees living in bor- 
derlng statea, The toto! Africtm 
population of tiuinea-Bissau is 
000,000. 

Aaked aboul the territory still 
be überated, Brother Siïva said 
that the countryside was totally in 
the hands of the PAIGC.

Citing FBI testimony — de- 
livered unrier oath — that Dr, 
Martin Luther Kmg, Jr., and 
Nalion of Islam leader Flyah 
Muhammad were wiretapped, 
the suit said that because the 
plaintiffs shared some “similar 
goals" with these leaders, the 
plaïntiffs believed that they, too, 
have been under unlawful sur¬ 
veillance.

Brother Silva emphasized that 
the Örganization of African 
Unity, the socialist ccmntries and 
the Scantiinavian countries had 
firmly supported the struggJe of 
PAIGC and were continuing to 
pro vide aid and assistatice to the 
now republic, stilt engaged in 
ccmfronting the Portuguese army . 

With reference to the Cape 
Verde ïslands t Brother Silva 
pointed out that they are a group 
of 10 islands some 400 miles from 
the Guinea-Bissau coast, He 
said that PAIGC worked under¬ 
ground in the Cape islands and 


that the struggle for Liberation of 
the istands from the Portugu.es e 
was iutentisfying. 

He pointed out that the people 
of the islands live in graat poverty 
and that the Portuguese had done 
noihing to improve the conditions 
of their lives.

ownership, it turns nut that over 
the past two decades spproxL 
mately S2Q.CMX},000 has been 
transferred out of the pockets of 
Black fans and into the pockets of

The problem is lliat, at best, 
only a few Lhnusand wil! ever 
mnke it. For every nne who does 
make it. perhaps ten thousand 
others will have preUy much 
w'asted thoir time, and often 
neglected their educations. cha^- 
ing an unreadable dream, Thus, 
ter Lhcsc kids, the channeling of 
Blacks into the sportsworld’s 
penny world of dreams will have 
helped u> perpetuate an oppres- 
sive system, 

Anyway, those who don 't make 
it ean presumably become gond 
fans, cheering on those Blacks 
who do. And yct. though pro 
sports may have prnvided an 
arena in vvhicb Black fans could 
vicariously act out their well - 


and Cookes. The Black communi- 
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meritfid aggressinna agains’ 
Whites by cheering on othe 
Blacks and booing White g, i 
certainly did Httle, if anything, u 
dool with the aetual grievance 
that caused these aggresaions. 

f nd eed the average Black fa; 
spends so much time and energ 
w orrying about Lhe cx ploits o 
Black ^heroes” that he has lillik 
time to deal with hïs own exploi 
tation Ln his own factory am 
community. llence, the gladiato- 
matches of modern pro sport? 
have. in this sense, beenme tef 
many a new kind of bread am 
circuses, keeping us well enter 
tained, but often diverting us 
from the real prohlems. 

Sports fans have rarely beer 
found at the head of the Blad 
fiberatiöri movement. Neverthe 
less. the prohtem of White uppe; 
class domination of the ownership 
of professional sports is very 
similar to the main problems 01 
White domination faced by 
Blacks in every other area O 
American life.

The reason for the nttack is 
even more bizarre. George T. 
Hart, newly appointed police 
chief of Oakland, is tiying to 
establish a reputation, The vktim 
of his ego drive to fame is 
inlended to bo the Black coni- 
rmjnity. The paLtern is cEear. 

When Hart was first appointed 
to office, a police helïcopter my- 
steriously crashed \ n a hall of 
Barnes kilHng both police on 
board. The National Safety Board. 
(NSB), has ree en tl y cónfirmed 
Lhöt a faulty propeller shaft was 
the cause of tb o crash, Yet, 
Hart’s immediale response was 
to announcé a S20.000 reward for 
the 1 murderers' — belicved Lo be 
Black — who H< assflssinated r ' his 
men. 

A few months later the first 
police reports regording the 
murdor of Oakland school su- 
perintendaiU Marcus Poster, de- 
scrihed the suspects as "Black men 
wearine' Black leather jackets". 
Two days Ja ter, . the police 
stated that the suspects were 
Tan orolive' 1 in compiexion and 
that nne of ihe suspects was 
prnbably a woman, 

If Hart had in iruth only wanted 
to arrest 19-year-old Naomi Wil¬ 
liams, he could have very eassly 
contacted anyone of a number of 
Black polJcemen known to have 
voted for Bobhy Seale and Elaine 
Brown in last year s city elections 
and pe r h ap s they would have 
made a simple télephonc cal! and 
resolvcd the problom. The in- 
formal court agreement, there- 
fore 1 could have been honored.
